He said 
he expects that acreage to be 
sprayed will increase next year 


Friends Of 
Ruth Enlow Library

If you look around the Ruth Enlow library in Oakland, you'll 
realize you can check out puzzles, records, cassettes, VCR tape 
and paintings. If you use the term loosely, you can also ‘check 
out” own tutor with basic 
reading and writing skills 

rhe Literacy Council of Frederick County conducted the first 
Laubach Tutor Training Workshop in October, 1986. The initial 
texts and supplementary materials were supplied by the Division 
of Library Development and Services of the Maryland State 
Department of Education. From that was born the Literacy 
Council of Garrett County. Its primary goal is to offer one-to-one 
tutoring to those adults (16 and up) who read at a 0-3rd grade 
level. Tutoring is provided by trained volunteers and is free and 
confidential 

From the very beginning, the Ruth Enlow Library system has 
cooperated to make this program a reality. All the librarians act 
outfielding questions, referring calls from students 
and accepting applications from those interested in becoming 
tutors. The Oakland library provides the council with tutoring and 
storage space 

The library director, Edith Brock, was 
obtaining a grant from the Appalachian Regional Commission 
Among other things, that grant provided almost 500 high 
interests, low level books to be distributed to county libraries 
These books are available to the tutors and students and to 
anyone needing interesting and varied adult reading materials 
written on a They will supplement similar 
materials distributed earlier by Project Read 

The volunteers prefer to tutor, not to keep records. But at a 
very minimum, records indicate 658 hours of actual tutoring time 
donated for the ten month period ending March 31. Add in lesson 
planning, and the total is more than 1,000 hours. There were then 
23 students being tutored, eight on the inactive and 
waiting. Today we have six on the waiting list 

Just as you can become a Friend of the Library for $2, you are 
welcome to join the Literacy Council for $2. (Either group will 
accept more, of course, but you could become a member of both 
for just $4)! You can choose among many options: fund raising, 
public speaking, communications, typing, even that old bugaboo, 
record keeping. Or you can be an inactive 
encouragement through your financial support.

Yough River Lake 


Because of the recent dry 
weather, the water level at 
Youghiogheny River Lake is 
jropping quickly, according to 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engi 
neers. As of July 13, the lake, lo- 
cated near Friendsville, was 10 
feet below normal summer pool 
level and will continue to drop 
unless significant rainfall 
occurs 

Because of the low water, the 
boat launch at Mill Run and the 
front launch at the dam are 
closed. Boaters can still launch 
at Jockey Hollow, Somerfield 
North, and the back launch at 
the dam. The swim beaches at 
lub Run and Mill Run are now 
out of the water 

As the water level drops, 
hazards to recreational users 
increase. Lake users should be 
aware that gravel bars, tree 
stumps and other objects norm- 
ally deep in the water are now 
obstacles just below the sur- 
face, especially at the Mary- 
land end of the lake. Also, the 
lake becomes much narrower 
as the water level drops, creat- 
ing boater congestion

When you purchase a 
home, when can you 
move in?

Possession at closing 
simply means that the 
seller will vacate the 
property before the 
date and hour of 
closing making it 
possible for the pur- 
chaser to have control 
at the time of closing.

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Drought Legislation Praised By 


{merican Farm Bureau Federation 


The drought-relief packages 
moving through Congress ‘‘will 
help ease, in a compassionate 
and fair manner, the disastrous 
losses faced by farmers and 
ranchers,"’ according to the 
American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation in the July 18 issue of 
‘Farm Bureau News.” 

AFBF President Dean 
Kleckner said the bills 
developed by the two agri- 
culture committees generally 
follow Farm Bureau's recom- 
mendations for drought relief 
“We're pleased that the com- 
mittees have developed pro- 
posals to help livestock pro- 
ducers and growers of program 
and non-program crops as 
well,”’ Kleckner said 

Although the panels approved 
bills last week, both will discuss 
several provisions and possibly 
make some changes when they 
reconvene July 26. Both bills 
should pass by early August 

In general, the proposals 
would provide aid to both pro- 
gram and non-program crop 
producers who suffer a 35 per- 
cent or more loss of production 
For program crops, payments 
would equal 65 percent of the 
target price or loan rate for 
crops without deficiency pay- 
ments. For non-program crops 
and soybeans, payments would 
equal 65 percent of the average 
market price of the last three 
out of five years. Livestock pro- 
ducers would receive 4aSSIS- 
tance to obtain feed and to 
compensate them for their 
losses 

Kleckner said the panels 
adopted the right approach 
“The committees resisted the 
temptation to delve into un- 
related areas of fartn policy, 


promote special interests and 
make fundamental changes in 
the 1985 farm bill. It would have 
been a grievous mistake for the 
industry's long-term health and 
would have 
drought assistance.”’ 

The farm leader 
edged that the bills 
fect’’ and need some fine-tun- 
ing. ‘“‘During the week-long 
recess for the Democratic 
convention, Farm Bureau will 
evaluate the basic provisions of 
the drought-relief bills to ensure 
that farmers receiving benefits 
under these programs are 
treated fairly and equitably 
Farm Bureau will be working 
with the committees’ staffs to 
make certain the good inten- 
tions of the bills’ authors are 
transformed into a workable, 
compassionate and fair drought 
assistance effort." 

The bills would limit assis- 
tance to $50,000 for livestock 
producers and $100,000 for crop 
growers. The proposals are esti- 
mated to cost $5-8 billion; the 
Senate’s is more costly, in part 
because of more generous live- 
stock feed assistance pro- 
grams 

Both bills would forego the 
50-cent cut in dairy price sup- 
ports next January 1, and allow 
program crop producers to shift 
some acreage into soybeans, 
oats and sunflowers. An 
attempt to raise the dairy sup- 
port by $1 is expected during 
House Agriculture Committee 
consideration next week. Farm 
Bureau opposes the increase 

The House bill would require 
producers who receive drought 
assistance payments to buy fed- 
eral crop insurance during the 
next two crop years.

CROP NOTES 

I probably sound like a broken record reminding you in each 
Farm-O-Gram to control the potato leafhopper in your alfalfa. I 
still see a lot of leafhopper damage. With the plant already under 
serious drought stress the leafhopper could deliver the death 
blow 

Again, I will remind you that nitrate poisoning can occur 
when animals are fed drought stressed crops. We are offering 
free nitrate testing. Bring approximately one quart of the 
material to my office. Make sure you take a good random sample 

In my judgment the average oats yield may be down as much 
as 25 to 30 percent this year due to the drought. The grain is small 
and very light. Water was not available at the critical time. Corn 
has also been dealt a serious set back. We will be extremely lucky 
to have much ‘‘picking’’ corn

GRAIN MARKET ANALYSIS BY JIM RUSSELL AND JIM 
HANSON, UNIVERSITY OF MARYLAND 

Rain in the midwest over the last weekend demonstrated the 
extreme sensitivity of the markets. The rain last week was not 
enough to break the drought. But with the recent high prices, 
traders are nervous and react quickly to any news concerning 
rain. Most weather forecasters do not foresee the drought being 
broken at least in the near future. As traders realized the rain was 
not sufficient to break the drought, prices rebounded. On 
Tuesday, USDA's production report estimated this year's 
production for corn at 5.2 billion bushels, (down 29 percent from 
June), soybeans at 1.65 billion bushels (down 12 percent), and 
wheat at 1.84 billion bushels (down 13 percent). A number of 
private analysts are predicting even larger declines in yields. In 
Maryland, all counties have been declared disasters and eligible 
for emergency assistance. It is too early to tell the form of the 
emergency assistance. However, it does appear likely that crop 
insurance will not be a requirement to receive assistance. It 
appears most likely that prices will continue up unless 
unexpected weather patterns develop

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Will They Regret It? 


The Garrett County Commissioners’ verdict on 
the Southern High School renovation project is in, 
and we believe they may have made a mistake. 

While we recognize that the commissioners are 

a most difficult position, and that coming up with 
approximately three million additional dollars 
would present a real strain on the budget, we also 
believe that by not providing the extra funding we 
will face a much greater, more expensive problem 
within the next few years. We agree with Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage when he says that, unless the additional 
funding is allocated, the renovation project at 
Southern will be nothing more than a ‘‘Band-Aid”’ 
effort, one which he personally does not want to 
pursue. Unless the job is done right the first time, it 
will undoubtedly lead to necessary, more costly 
efforts in the near future. It would be disastrous if 
we were suddenly faced with an irreparable high 
school building 

According to statistics from the commissioners’ 
office, if the county provided the extra monies via a 
bond issue, the tax rate would increase by 13 cents 
the first year. While this would be a relatively large 
increase, we think it is warranted, because 
education is, in our minds, the single most important 
item in the county budget 

We also believe that the timing is perfect for this 
step because of the vast development now underway 
in the county, particularly in the Deep Creek Lake 
area. All of this will have a profoundly positive 
impact on the county’s tax base, which will force the 
tax rate down. While we agree with Commissioner 
John Braskey that some of that increased tax 
revenue will have to go toward providing more 
services to accommodate the new development, we 
do not believe that it will take the bulk of the 
additional funds 

As far as the issue of equity between the 
southern and northern segments of the county goes, 
we believe that it should not be an issue. It is true 
that the renovation of Northern High School had to 
be accomplished with only the funds available. But it 
is also true that the project was funded entirely with 
state money, a luxury that is no longer available. 
Sec ondly , the students and staff at Northern are 

having to live with the inefficiencies and 
problems caused by having to cut so many corners. 

Third, the Southern High School complex is 
larger than Northern’s, meaning more expense, and 
oo for renovation are higher now than they were 

en Northern's project was done 

It was also noted at the commissioners’ meeting 
Tuesday that the elementary schools in the northern 
portion of the county are newer and in far better 
condition than several in the southern portion, such 
as Loch Lynn and Red House 

Perhaps there is merit to the suggestion that 
still more money be obtained by the bond issue that 
could be awarded to the northern schools for other 
educational needs 

We understand the commissioners’ reasoning on 
this matter, but we think that this decision will 
become a regrettable one in the near future.

by Ronald Reagan 

Recently, there was a certain meeting in Atlanta, and maybe 
like me, you could not help hearing a few things about it and 
shaking your head. Some people just do not seem to learn 

The American people want to hear straight talk about where 
our leaders plan to take the country — not personal attacks. For 
all our history, we Americans have debated our differences 
vigorously. But, like two of the earliest political adversaries in 
our history, Thomas Jefferson and John Adams, while we have 
always fought hard for our differing opinions, we have honored 
each other for taking part in the democratic process. Convention 
speakers in Atlanta seemed to forget this American tradition 

But beyond that, there was something amazing about what 
we heard: Our liberal opposition seems to think so much is bad in 
America. To hear them talk, you would never have guessed that 
we are in the longest peacetime economic expansion 
that America has created over 17 million jobs in the last five 
years, or that a greater proportion of Americans in the workforce 
has jobs today than ever before in our history 

You would never have guessed that, after dropping by three 
percent when their party was last in the White House, the real 
income of the typical American family has grown by more than 
ten percent since the current expansion began 

You would never have guessed that our cuts in tax rates and 
recent tax reform have done exactly what we said they would do 
Americans with the most income pay more of our total income 
taxes than before; many Americans at the bottom of the scale no 
longer pay any income tax at all; and growth and opportunity 
have been born again in America 

Most of all, you would never have guessed how much our 
expansion has meant to all Americans. For example, 
respected economic writer noted that, for black Americans, the 
years 1982 to 1986 represented, in his words, ‘on every front 
jobs, income, even household wealth the best five in black 
history.”’ 

No, listening to the rhetoric, you would never have gussed 
American's economy is the strongest in decades. To them, it is 
midnight in America. It is the same sad song they sang four years 
ago 

They say they want to turn America around. When their party 
left the White House eight years ago, inflation was at one of the 
highest levels in American history. Now it is under control. Do 
they want to turn that around? 

When they left office, America’s industrial productivity was 
stalled, our competitiveness was slipping, and technological 
research — key to our industrial future — appeared to be on hold 
Today manufacturing productivity is rising strongly, 
us as the most competitive nation for manufacturing costs in the 
industrial world, and we are again the world’s leader in de- 
veloping new technology. Do they want to turn that around? 

And when their party turned over the keys to the White House 
the Soviet Union was going forward with the biggest arms buildup 
in history, we were cutting back, and the Soviets had invaded 
Afghanistan. Today we have the first treaty in the world history to 
eliminate an entire class of U.S. and Soviet nuclear missiles, the 
Soviets have pulled troops out of Afghanistan, and American- 
Soviet relations are the best they have been since World War II 
Do they want to turn that around, too? 

They said America can do better. With that, | wholeheartedly 
agree. But the people also know that the last time our opponents 
were in charge, America did a heck of a lot worse 

What do our opponents really want to do? Well, again and 
again we have heard from the press what our opposition just will 
not say. We have heard that they do not want to level with the 
country, because when they have done that in the past, the 
country has not liked what it has heard. So this year, they have 
learned one lesson; they are covering their tracks 

You will never hear that ‘‘L”’ word liberal’’ — from them 
They have put on political trench coats and dark glasses and 
slipped their platform into a plain brown wrapper 

But while they are saying that Government needs to do more 
of this or more of that, will they also pledge not to raise taxes”

Farm Bureau Raises Concerns 
About Drought-Relief Packages 


Stressing that drought assis- 
tance should go to those 
farmers who need it most, the 
American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration has raised some con- 
cerns about the relief packages 
expected to move through Con- 
gress this week. 

In a letter to members of the 
House and Senate Agriculture 
committees, John Datt, execu- 
tive director of the AFBF Wash- 
ington office, said, ‘‘Congress 
has taken quick and bold steps 
to develop legislation that will 
help assist farmers during this 
drought and to alleviate many 
of their fears."’ 

However, Datt said, Farm 
Bureau has concerns about 
some aspects of the two bills: 
the formula for providing 
disaster payments for crop 
losses, the possibility of raising 
the dairy support price and 
expansion of the feed assistance 
programs 

Regarding crop loss pay- 
ments, Datt said the formula 
for calculating payments 
should be adjusted to provide 
the greatest assistance to 
farmers who suffer the most 
production losses. Under the 
measures approved before last 
week's recess, farmers who 
produce a partial crop would be 
better compensated than 
farmers who suffer a total loss. 
Datt said a ‘‘progressive”’ 
formula, in which payments 
would increase in accord with 
crop losses, would ‘‘more equit- 
ably distribute payments.” 

As for the dairy issue, Datt 
said Farm Bureau ‘strongly 
opposes"’ proposed amend- 
ments that would raise the 
dairy support price from its 
current level or increase the 
law’s five billion pound govern- 
ment purchase trigger that 


determines whether the support 
will be adjusted 

‘We believe that any effort to 
change these aspects of dairy 
policy would constitute a major 
shift in farm program authority 
well beyond assistance tied to 
drought relief,’’ Datt said. He 
noted that the drought legis- 
lation would continue the cur- 
rent price support in 1989, 
canceling the 50-cent cut that 
was scheduled for January 1, 
and would make dairy pro- 
ducers eligible for additional 
feed assistance programs. 

On the feed assistance issue, 
Datt said that extending the 
programs to farmers who pur- 
chase feed ‘will expand the 
feed programs substantially 
from their original intent of 
replacing lost feed production 
that would normally be fed to 
the producer's own livestock.” 
As they stand, the bills would 
attempt to compensate pur- 
chasers of feed on the basis of 
increased production costs. 

“Increases in prices for feed 
are nationwide and affect all 
purchasers of feed,"’ Datt said. 
“Unless very careful limita- 
tions are included in the 
expanded feed assistance pro- 
grams, substantial adminis- 
trative and budgetary problems 
will result.”’ 

After some fine-tuning, both 
bills could reach the floor of 
each house this week.

Fatal Shooting 
Reported Near 
Accident Today 


A fatal shooting reportedly 
occurred early this morning 
just off Route 219 north of Acci- 
dent 

Maryland State Police at the 
McHenry detachment refused 
to release any information 

According to the Garrett 
County Emergency Manage- 
ment Administration, a call was 
received at 3:16 a.m. for a 
shooting on the Rabbit Hollow 
Road. A spokesman reported 
that the shooting was fatal 

It was unofficially reported 
that the shooting was a murder 
However, the report was not 
confirmed, and the shooting 
may have been accidental or a

At the August 2 meeting of the 
Garrett County Sanitary Com 
mission, the board took action 
to impose a water conservation 
notice for Mountain Lake Park 
and Loch Lynn to restrict water 
usage for the purpose of water 
ing lawns and washing cars 

According to Wendell Beitzel 
sanitary district administrator, 
water flowing from the springs 
is very low, and the Mtn. Lake 
Water Company has begun pur 
chasing water from the town of 
Oakland 

The Commission will impose 
a surcharge on the water during 
the drought to compensate for 
price of the water 

The commission also approv- 
ed an agreement to construct a 
water line extension for the 
Woodridge Subdivision under 
Mtn. Lake Park. The subdivi- 
sion is being developed by Gar- 
rett County Community Action, 
who will be required to pay the 
cost of the extension, which was 
estimated at $62,450 

The board also discussed 
documents for building a large 
storage tank for the Mountain 
Lake area. Improvements will 
also be made to the springs, and 
the commission plans to tie into 
new springs to increase the 
water supply. Total cost for the 
improvements is estimated at 
$742,463, which will be supplied 
locally

With 19-20 rides 
plus concessions and games, 
the carnival employs approx 
imately 52 people. All of those 
employees are with the carnival 
for the full year, and most 
travel with their families in 
self-contained campers or 
travel trailers 

“We are very family 
oriented,’’ Gambill said. ‘‘Most 
of our ride personnel are mar- 
ried and their families travel 
with them. When raising kids 
around something like this 
parents want to prevent nega- 
tive impressions from forming 
It’s a rough life, filled with hard 
physical labor, but we enjoy it 
he said 

Traveling within the confines 
of only four states 
Amusements is not nearly as 
transient most, Gambill 
says. For instance, before 
moving into Garrett County, the 
carnival will 
Grafton, W.Va 
says one of the 
aspects of the 
moving from spot to spot 

“It means about 48 hours 
without any sleep,’ Gambill 
said, ‘‘but you do get used to it 
The carnival is torn down Satur 
day nights around 11 p.m. and 
moved to the next town. It may 
take all night and all day to 
move, but the rides will all be 
set up and ready to go when the 
next carnival is scheduled to 
begin. ‘‘We try to schedule the 
locations of our carnival dates 
as close together as possible to 
cut down on moving time,” 
Gambill said. He added that the 
truck drivers for many amuse 
ment companies must make 
several trips during the night to 
move all the equipment. At 
Gambill Amusements, how- 
ever, all of the drivers have 
authorized chauffeur’s licenses, 
the over-the-road 
truckers, and one trip usually 
gets everything to the new loca 
tion 

Gambill says he feels that his 
operation is significantly dif 
ferent than most, in that safety

‘Our are maintained 
constantly,"’ he said Each 
State we go into state 
inspections we must pass, and 
we have three full-time people 
working for us who do nothing 
but inspect our rides and equip- 
ment.” 

The rides are maintained 
year-round in their 
Ohio. Gambill explains that the 
season ends around the first of 
October. The rides are moved 
into the shop at that time and 
each is reconditioned 
going back out the 
around the first of May 
portable equipment must 
constantly maintained,’’ Gam- 
bill repeated. Much of what 
they state-of-the-art 
Ultrasound is used in the shop to 
discover any stressed points or 
sections of the equipment. This

Been Broken By 
Summer’s Heat 


Although the summer of 1988 
may seem like the hottest Oak- 
land has ever experienced, the 
official weather station 
Flowers by Webers, Inc 
differently 

The highest temperature 
recorded in June was 89 degrees 
on the twenty-second. This is 
only the second highest temper 
ature recorded since official re 
cords were started in 1903. The 
highest temperature 93 de- 
grees, recorded first in 1925 on 
the fifth, and again in 1933 on 
the eighth. A close third place is 
1967, and 
is followed closely for fourth at 
87 degrees in 1966 

Nor did June 1988 score a 
record for the least amount of 
rainfall. While total precipita- 
tion was only 1.39 inches, 1967 
only saw 1.36 inches and 1966 
Saw 1.38 inches. However, 1988 
did have rain than 1933 
which received 3.09 inches, and 
far less than 1925's 4 22 inches 

July's hottest day was the six- 
teenth, reaching 95 degrees 
This almost, but not quite, beat 
the highest temperature re- 
corded July 26, 1934, at 96 de- 
grees. In third place is July 20, 
1946, with a temperature of 89 
degrees The average high for 
Jufy’ 1988 was only 84.42 
degrees

We received a phone call this week from former 
U.S. Senator Jennings Randolph (D-W.Va.), who is 
presently on one of his regular visits to Mtn. Lake 
Park and Garrett County. Senator Randolph, whio is 
truly a living legend in the realm of government and 
politics, told us that he had a statement to make and 
hoped we would consider publishing it in our 
newspaper. 

Randolph served 40 years in the United States 
Congress, with and for (as he says) nine different 
presidents. He was first elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1932, in the same election that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt first became president. He 
served 26 years in the House, and then 14 more in the 
U.S. Senate. During that time, he answered 10,753 
roll call votes and was instrumental in a number of 
pieces of major legislation. His greatest claim to 
fame, however, occurred in 1942 when he authored 
(ne 26th Amendment to the U.S. Constitution, giving 
18, 19-, and 20-year-old citizens the right to vote. It 
took nearly 30 years for the ratification of that 
aimendment, but in 1972, these younger Americans 
were allowed to step into the voting booth for the 
first time. The statement that Senator Randolph 
wished to make this week concerns this amendment. 

The Senator pointed out that in the 1984 
presidential election, only 53 percent of the entire 
eligible voting group in this nation cast a ballot and 
only 17 percent of people 18-20 exercised this right. 
He said studies now indicate that the numbers may 
be even worse in the 1988 election 

Therefore, Senator Randolph has been spending 
much of his time lately traveling all over the United 
States, speaking with high school and college 
students about the importance of voting. He says 
that to describe voting as a right or a privilege is 
really not accurate. ‘‘Voting is a responsibility of 
every American 18 years of age and older.”’ 

First of all, it is our pleasure to publish this 
statement of Senator Randolph, one with which we 
heartily concur. Too many of our younger voters 
seem too wrapped up in their ‘‘yuppyism”’ or are 
just too apathetic to study the issues and fulfill this 
iniportant responsibility. We always maintain that 
those who do not vote should never, ever complain 
about what they believe our government should or 
should not be doing 

Secondly, we wish to commend Senator 
Kandolph for his continued aggressiveness on this 
issue and his never-ending concern for our nation. 
Well into his eighth decade of life, and with 40 years 
of government service behind him, he has earned 
the right to truly retire and take it easy. But he will 
never do so, as long as his health permits him to 
untinue. We thank him for that, and we admire his 
patriotism and his drive 

We also want to emphasize that he practices 
what he preaches, referring again to his nearly 
11,000 roll call votes in Congress and also to the fact 
that he never misses voting in an election, even a 
municipal election in his home town of Elkins, W.Va. 

So, yes, Senator Randolph, we are pleased and 
proud to help spread your message.

Early diagnosis of learning disabilities 
can help to prevent behavioral problems 


Mike is eight years old and so far the 
most significant thing he has learned in 
school is how to fail. He has trouble read- 
ing, seldom finishes a project, and has 
ditficulty concentrating. When his teach- 
ers speak in class he doesn’t listen. 


Months pass. and his parents recog- 
nize he isn't learning properly. Each day 
the boy's self-image sinks a bit lower 
Eight years later. Mike is six feet tall and 
sull barely can read 

Two tacts have changed, however 
Mike now has a probation officer as- 
signed to him by juvenile court and at- 
tends a continuation high school on an 
irregular basis 


The above scenario is every parent's 
nightmare and. yet, according to author 
and educator Lawrence J. Greene, there 
is help for kids like Mike if they can be 
diagnosed and brought into treatment 
early enough 

His book, Learning Disabilities and 
Your Child: A Survival Handbook (Faw- 
cett Columbine) ts illustrated throughout 
with actual case histories of kids who had 
difficulty in school and were treated suc 
cesstully 


\dditionally, the book explains every 
issue related to learning disorders, such 
as IQ, hyperactivity, low self-esteem, au- 
lism. sensory impairment, perceptual 
dystuncuion and genetic influence 

‘Parents are amazed that some of the 
warning signals for learning problems of- 
ten seem like normal behavior for a 
child,” Greene explains. “Inattentive-

ness, restlessness, inability to follow di- 
rections and messy handwriting are all 
indicators of a possible problem,” he 
says 

Greene also stresses the importance of 
parents taking a role in their child's edu- 
cation and says that they must be willing 
to commit time, energy and, in some in- 
stances. money to help solve a child's 
learning problem 


In 1970, Greene founded the Develop- 
mental Learning Center, now located in 
Saratoga, Calif., and recently opened a 
new center in Morgan Hill where chil- 
dren who suffer trom disorders such as 
dyslexia, or letter reversal, and aphasia, 
a communication disorder, can go for 
help 

A visitor to one of these centers can 
find students on a trampoline spelling 
their names backward, sitting at desks 
reading with the help of a machine that 
lets them see one word at a time, practi- 
cing writing on a chalkboard or trying 
verbally to guide their teacher through a 
maze 

Although these exercises seem unre- 
luted to learning problems, Greene says 
the emphasis on following directions 
helps him reach his goal—teaching the 
children to correct, or at least to com- 
pensate for, their learning problems 

A diagnostic evaluation and parent 
conference is Greene's first step in the 


remediation process. Once the source of 


the learning problem is identified, next 
comes developing a learning-assistance 
strategy that fits the child's specific

“Sometimes treatment can be very 
straightforward,” he says. “A student 
may be doing poorly in school because he 
or she can't read efficiently or can’t con- 
centrate 

“What makes us unique, | think, is 
that we concentrate on concentrating, on 
training children to process information 
more efficiently. 


“T train the kids,” he adds, “in much 
the same way an athlete is trained 
breaking down a complex skill into com- 
ponent parts and practicing those parts, 
then reintegrating them. 


“Kids who don’t function well in 
school are demoralized,” Greene says 
“The majority need additional help.” He 
points out that learning problems often 
result in repeated failure and frustration 
that affect not only the child but his or 
her entire family. 


Poor self-esteem, manipulative behav- 
ior and defense mechanisms are but a 
tew of the self-defeating behaviors that 
parents of a learning disabled child must 
learn to handle. 

“For most couples, producing a child 
is relatively easy,” he says. “Helping that 
child become happy, self-accepting and 
self-confident can be far more difficult. 
The process demands love, dedication 
and a lot of skillful parenting. 

“Parents participation is the primary 
factor which can ensure that a child be- 
comes a kid who loves school, and not 
one who hates it.”

Computer labora- 
tories should be available to all students 
on a regular basis, and school systems 
must budget for computer hardware and 
courseware for use in classrooms and 
computer labs at all grade levels 

© All preservice and in-service math 
teachers should be educated on the use of 
computers in the teaching of mathema- 
tics. Ongoing in-service programs must 
be readily available to help teachers take 
full advantage of the unique power of the 
computer as a tool for teaching and 
learning mathematics

At one time, Smoot traveled 
extensively, but he told Garrett 
camper Monica Miller that his 
travels are almost at an end as 
his years are beginning to catch 
up with him. ‘That's the only 
thing I mind about getting old 
having to give up campfires,” 
Smoot said. Nevertheless, in 
1988 alone he has been to two 
campfires in Michigan, one in 
Maine, two in Maryland, one in 
Ohio, and one in Pennsylvania 
Although he may give up other 
camps, one of Smoot’s state- 
ments seems to show him favor- 
ing 4-H camp a bit more than 
others. ‘‘The ladies of Garrett 
and Allegany counties are the 
prettiest I have seen in all my 
travels,’’ he said 

Whenever you see Smoot at 
camp, he is always holding a 
sketch pad and pencil, ready to 
make a sketch of a camper's 
favorite animal. He has drawn 
over 2,000 sketches since the 
beginning of 1988. Smoot feels

Potomac Edison has filed a 
request with the Maryland 
Public Service Commission for 
a $5.5 million annual base-rate 
decrease, to be effective Sep- 
tember 1, 1988, if approved 

The decrease amounts to a 
two-percent decline in overall 
rates for the company’s resi- 
dential, commercial and in- 
dustrial customers, and it 
follows three fuel-rate de- 
creases since the first of the 
year. All four decreases amount 
to an eight-percent cut in cus- 
tomers’ bills, or a $22.5 million 
drop in revenues 

A residential customer using 
an average 800 kilowatthours a 
month would see a decrease of 
$1.04, or 2.1 percent, after the 
proposed base-rate decrease. 
The average monthly bill for 
this customer would decline 
from $49.82 to $48.82.

Approves Drought Assistance 


Maryland Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wayne A. Cawley Jr., 
commended Maryland's Con- 
gressional delegation for their 
swift action in approving 
drought assistance legislation 
to aid Maryland farmers suf- 
fering from the effects of the 
drought. 

Unlike the previous two years 
when Maryland farmers re- 
ceived little financial assis- 
tance from the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA), this year they will re- 
ceive a big shot in the arm 
thanks to swift bi-partisan, Con- 
gressional action. ‘‘The Mary- 
land Congressional delegation 
has shown real concern for our 
farmers in acting quickly to 
support this legislation,”’ 
Cawley said. 

The legislation will enable 
farmers who have a 35 percent 
or more crop loss to recover 
some of their losses in the form 
of a payment from USDA.

DON’T ARGUE — COVER THAT HAY 

With the first, and in many cases, second cutting hay (very 
light) already cut and baled and with a dreary outlook for third 
cutting hay, I would strongly suggest you take steps to reduce 
spoilage losses in round baled hay. It appears very likely there 
will be a shortage of good quality hay coupled with rising feed 
grain prices. Covering round bales is possibly the most cost 
effective practice available to you to reduce hay losses and 
extend the feed supply. Losses are such with round bales that 
unless you have extremely poor quality hay, it will pay to protect 
it 

Here are some facts 

If you have four inches of spoilage on a six-foot diameter, 
1,500 pound round bale, you have lost 21 percent or 315 pounds of

NONPROTEIN NITROGEN (NPN) FOR DAIRY CATTLE 
RATIONS 

Soaring feed prices, particularly soybean meal and roasted 
beans, have created ‘‘renewed"’ interest in nonprotein nitrogen 
compounds like urea and anhydrous ammonia 
points in using NPN 

1. Urea and anhydrous ammonia are the two most common 
forms of NPN used in dairy cattle rations 

2. Anhydrous ammonia added to corn silage rather than urea 
has two additional advantages: 1. some of the NH3 is converted to 
bacterial protein during the fermentation process; 2. the 
ammonia has a preservative effect on silage 

3. General rule of thumb is that eight pounds of soybean meal 
is equal in net energy and crude protein to seven pounds of shell 
corn and one pound of urea 

4. How to tell level of urea in a grain mix? If NPN is in the 
mix, the tag should show the maximum amount of crude protein 
equivalent derived from NPN. Dividing the percent crude protein 
from NPN by 2.88 gives the percentage urea in the mix. This is 
true for urea containing 46 percent N or 288 percent crude protein 
equivalent 

5. Urea and anhydrous ammonia contain no energy, minerals 
or vitamins like the feeds they typically replace in a dairy ration 
These additional nutrients must be supplied for the ration to be 
balanced 

6. The suggestion is frequently that 
adversely affect reproductive performance by lowering 
conception rates. While the opinions vary on this subject, it is 
generally accepted that fed in balanced rations, NPN does not 
adversely affect reproductive performance 

7. There is no experimental evidence to support the idea that 
urea and nitrate are additive in their toxic effects on ruminants

Probably the oldest, contin- 
uous event at the Garrett 
County Fair is the Livestock 
Show and Sale. Few people 
realize just what goes into rais- 
ing a steer, lamb or hog, to 
actually get it ready for the fair 
Most people see only the beauty 
of the finished animals and the 
somewhat inflated prices that 
the animals bring, but know 
nothing of what the owners 
actually put forth to ready the 
animals for such an event 
Many youth begin showing a 
lamb at age eight or a steer or 
pig at age nine and continue 
through age 19. Most hope to 
show a grand champion animal 
once during their 4-H or FFA 
career. Others only have a 
market project once, find it is 
not for them and never have 
another 
A judge once attributed a 
steer to being 60 percent the calf 
- its quality and breeding; 20 
percent the feed program and 
how well the animal's body 
adapted to it; and 20 percent the 
relationship between the calf 
and its owner. There seems to 
be a lot of fact in this statement. 
Raising a steer is considered 
a long-term project. It may 
begin as early as late October 
and continues through mid 
August of the following year 
when the animal is sold at the 
Garrett County Fair. Many 
things happen during the 
interim 
When the steer project is 
decided upon, a calf must be 
secured. Many calves are selec- 
ted from the family beef herd, 
from the herd of a family 
friend, at the local stockyard, or 
in recent years, from more 
prestigious club-calf sales, 
which have come into being in 
this area. 
To begin a beef, lamb or 
swine project, the youth must

More often than not, the first 
animal is bought by parents and 
the cost of feed is worked out 
and paid for as a part of the 
youth's farm and home chore 
Grandparents and close friend 
have also been known to sup 
port a youth with his or her proj 
ect 

After the first animal is sold, 
the owner buys next year's 
animal, and possibly the feed, 
from this year’s check. Extra 
money is usually used for school 
clothes, buying something extra 
special or banking for the 
future 

When selecting a calf for a 
club project, the youth looks for 
one with good lines that is a 
long, straight loin; straight and 
sound legs; a small! brisket and 
a frame with the potential to 
add a lot of sound muscle 
(meat).

Cows Derive Energy And Protein 


From Salvage Chocolate Bars 


Ralph McGregor of York 
County, Pa., has been feeding 
his cows a diet that would make 
any child envious chocolate 
candy bars 

McGregor’'s 240 milking cows 
take in between three and four 
tons of KitKats and Reese's 
Pieces a week, an average of 
more than 30 pounds per 
animal. 

The dairyman has been feed- 
ing his herd salvage chocolate 

candy ‘‘mistakes"’ that can- 
not be sold to the public — from 
Hershey Foods Corp. in Hersey 
for about eight years, and he’s 
not the only farmer following 
the feeding regimen. 

According to William 
Flickinger, a livestock nutri- 
tionist from East Berlin who 
operates the Cal-Pen Nutrition 
Service, at least 60 other dairy 
farmers in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and New Jersey also 
are feeding chocolate to their 
milk cows 

Flickinger, who has 20 years’ 
experience in livestock nutri- 
tion, said feeding candy to live- 
stock started in California more 
than two decades ago. 

“This is nothing new, except 
in these parts. I started to try it 
with farmers I work with after I 
moved back to York County in 
1978,"’ he said 

“Tests have shown that cows 
that eat chocolate produce milk 
higher in butterfat,’’ he said. 
“The higher the butterfat con- 
tent, the more the farmer is 
paid for his milk. That’s what 
this is all about: farmers mak- 
ing the highest margin of profit 
possible. We're not feeding 
cows chocolate just to be doing 
something different. It works.” 

The standard for whole milk 
is 3.5 percent butterfat. For 
every tenth of a percentage 
over that standard, a farmer is 
paid an additional $1.28 per 100 
gallons of milk. 

The sweet feed also has 
another advantage. It allows 
McGregor to feed his herd a 
higher quality diet at a greatly 
reduced cost. 

“That reflects in the profit 
margin, too,"’ he said 

McGregor talks in terms of 
total mixed ration, or TMR. ‘“‘A 
lot of dairy farmers are living in 
the past,’ he said. ‘‘They feed 
their herds grain one day, hay 
the next day, silage the next day 
and let them graze in the pas- 
ture the following day. That's 
fine, but it’s not a modern feed- 
ing concept.”’ 

The TMR for the McGregor 
herd is available to the animals 
24 hours a day and includes a 
mixture of hay silage, corn sil- 
age, soybean and cottonseed 
meal, grain (corn, oats and 
barley chop), vitamins, tract 
minerals and the chocolate. The 
chocolate makes up about 10 
percent of the dry matter, 
McGregor said. 

He pays about $65 a ton for the 
chocolate, which ‘‘compares to 
about $105 per ton for corn, 
which is probably what I'd use 


> 


in the feed mix if I didn’t use 
chocolate,"’ he said 

That’s about $7,000 a 
McGregor 
chocolate in his feed 

Flickinger describes 
late as an ‘‘energy”’ product 

“It has good fat content, 
starches and sugars about 
twice the amount of energy of 
one ear of corn. It’s about all 
you need for energy. Of course, 
the more energy a cow has the 
more milk it will produce, be- 
cause it takes an increased 
amount of energy for every 
pound of milk produced."’ 

In addition, Flickinger said, 
the chocolate doesn’t make a 
cow gain weight and doesn't 
affect its behavior. There are no 
hyperactive cows as a result of 
chocolate consumption 

For the cows’ part, they love 
chocolate just as much as most 
humans do 

“Put a pile of candy bars out 
in the pasture,"’ Flickinger 
said, ‘‘and they'd eat them- 
selves to death. They show no 
restraint when it 
chocolate."’

enteritidis 

In conjunction with the test- 
ing program, both departments 
have signed an order requiring 
all owners of infected flocks to 
pasteurize all eggs from those 
flocks before they can be sold 
for human consumption. The 
state’s actions are the result of 
a recent emerging concern that 
infected chickens may pass the 
organism into the egg. Testing 
has shown the presence of this 
Salmonella in four of 15 flocks 
tested in Cecil County 

“Everyone should be aware 
that Salmonella is widespread, 
and always has been,” said 
Adele Wilzack, R.N., M.S., 
secretary, Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 

As the Health Department has 
always maintained, taking 
ordinary precautions in pre- 
paring and cooking all foods, in- 
cluding eggs and poultry prod- 
ucts, drastically the 
chance of illness.”’ 

Secretary Wilzack then sug- 
gested that consumers follow 
these safety measures 

ecook chicken and eggs until 
well done; 

edon't food items 
containing raw eggs instead 
use pasteurized eggs in items 
like homemade ice cream and 
ege nog 

erefrigerate chicken and eggs 
promptly following purchase 

*keep hot foods hot and cold 
foods cold; 

ewash raw 
and thoroughly; 

edon't re-use utensils or 
cutting boards that have been 
used to prepare foods like raw 
chicken, meats, and eggs until 
they have thoroughly 
washed with soap and water; 

ewash hands thoroughly after 
handling raw foods to lessen the 
possibility of contaminating 
cooked, ready-to-eat foods or 
serving utensils; 

edo not thaw frozen raw 
poultry at room temperature, 
thaw in the refrigerator or in 
cool running water; 
not stuff turkeys or 
chicken the night before cook 
ing; 

ecarefully follow 
rections on packages; 

erefrigerate leftovers 
promptly and heat throughly 
before re-serving (gravies 
should be re-heated to a “rolling 
boil’’) freshly cooked foods 
rarely cause illness; 

efor storing, preparing or 
serving quick-frozen foods, 
storage at proper temperatures 
prevents Salmonella growth 
thorough cooking will kill them; 

eavoid tasting raw food 
preparations containing eggs, 
such as pastry mixes 

‘This is a real team effort,” 
said Secretary of Agriculture 
Wayne A. Cawley Jr. ‘We want 
the public to be aware that 
there is a problem, but we're on 
top of it. We will continue to test 
Maryland's laying flocks to 
assure the safety of our poultry

As part of their continuing 
public education campaign on 
the gypsy moth, The American 
Forestry Association (AFA) 
has published the Gypsy Moth 
Handbook 

The gypsy moth, one of many 
forest pests, has caused the 
defoliation of millions of acres in 
recent years. “This year, the

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Salvaging Our Past 


The preservation of our past often involves no 
more than a written history, some museum pieces, 
and possibly a few photographs. Through apathy, 
neglect, and a lack of money, most of the old 
buildings and structures gradually disappear, one 
by one. The enormous Deer Park Hotel, the National 
Hotel in Grantsville, the 5,000-seat amphitheatre in 
Mountain Lake Park, and scores of houses in all 
parts of the county are examples of such casualties 

Once in a while, though, one or more local 
citizens have the foresight and determination to act 
before it is too late to salvage one or more of these 
valuable, antique structures. The Accident Cultural 
and Historical Society is an organization of such 
citizens. 

The Society is now involved in a major project to 
save and restore a landmark known as the Drane 
House, which is believed to be the oldest standing 
structure in Garrett County. Located off the 
Accident-Bittinger Road just east of Accident, it was 
built around 1800 by James Drane, a tobacco farmer 
and the first permanent settler in the Accident area. 
Although listed on the National Register of Historic 
Places in 1985, the house has been vacant for many 
years, while vandalism and natural forces have 
taken a great toll. 

Through the efforts of several Accident citizens, 
including the Mayor and Town Council, and with 
endorsements from the Garrett County Historical 
Society and various elected officials, an application 
was made to the Maryland Historic Trust for grant 
monies to be issued in Fiscal Year 1989. In July of 
last year, the town was informed that the Drane 
House project ranked first among 36 under 
consideration. The town government then formed 
the Accident Cultural and Historical Society last 
October. 

The cost of the project is expected to be at least 
$80,000, with half of that covered by the grant monies 
and an additional $10,000 contributed by the Mayor 
and Town Council. The remainder is now being 
solicited by the Society. 

Thus, the purpose of this column today is two- 
fold. First, we wish to commend the members of the 
Society and the Mayor and Town Council of Accident 
for their initiative and professionalism in this most 
worthy project. They should be proud of their 
efforts. They have set a great example by showing 
what is possible in the area of preservation when 
persons make a commitment and work together. We 
wish only that more people like them had been 
around when so many of our other historic 
landmarks were either falling down or were slated 
for destruction. 

Secondly, we encourage local persons to send a 
tax-deductible donation to support this project. 
Checks should be made out to the Drane House 
Preservation Fund and mailed to the Accident 
Cultural and Historical Society, P.O. Box 190, 
Accident, MD 21520. A free brochure which tells all 
about the project is also available and various gifts

Speaks Out 


HONORING MARYLAND'S 
CITIZEN SOLDIERS PAST AND PRESENT 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 

When I entered the Army in 1942, I never dreamed that 
someday I would be ‘‘commander-in-chief’’ of some of 
Maryland's finest citizen-soldiers. Serving as chief of the 
Maryland National Guard is one of the highest honors accorded to 
the state’s governor and I consider it a great privilege 

I have never met a more outstanding group of men and 
women than the members of the Maryland National Guard. They 
have more pride and confidence, more dedication and enthusiasm 
than any group I have seen in a long, long time. I got to see that 
tremendous pride and accomplishment first hand recently when | 
went ‘‘on maneuvers” with the Maryland Army National Guard's 
29th Infantry Division (Light) and the Maryland Air National 
Guard at Fort A.P. Hill located near Fredericksburg, Virginia 
What a tremendous experience! 

The exercise, Operation Thunderbolt II, was the Guard's 
largest since 1982. It was an opportunity for these very dedicated 
soldiers to show what they have learned and what they can do 
And they can do a lot! 

For two days, we watched one breathtaking demonstration 
after another perfectly coordinated parachute jump, an in- 
tricate rappelling exercise moving infantrymen from aircraft to 
ground, an awesome display of live weapon firing, and exquisitely 
timed helicopter and air assault. While we all hope and pray that 
we will never need these skills, it was reassuring to know that we 
have such professional and prepared soldiers in this country 

I wish that every Maryland citizen could have been there. It is 
hard to describe the impression that this exercise left with me 
Competence, professionalism, patriotism — they were all there, 
but the thing I will remember most is the pride of every partici- 
pant. Each and every soldier was immensely proud of what they 
could do and what it could mean to this country. From the most 
senior officer to the newest enlisted woman, their enthusiasm was 
contagious and their commitment inspiring. 

I especially want to commend the Guard’s commander, 
Major General James F. Fretterd. General Fretterd is a highly 
trained officer and a dedicated and motivated leader. His pride in 
his soldiers is clearly evident and sets the tone for all of the 
Guard's activities, whether they are working at home in their own 
communities or representing the state in some other part of the 
world 

The Maryland National Guard is comprised of more than 
5,000 Maryland citizens. They come from 19 counties and Ballti- 
more City, and they range from teachers to truckers, from lab 
technicians to lawyers. They truly represent every community 
and every lifestyle in our state 

Among the special guests at Operation Thunderbolt were the 
employers of many of the Guard members. These business 
leaders have been among the Guard’s greatest supporters, 
generously accommodating the demanding training schedule of 
these citizens, many of whom devote 40-50 days a year to the 
military. It was clear after our visit to Fort A.P. Hill that their 
sacrifices have been worth it. 

I believe in a strong military. I also believe in giving full 
honors to those soldiers who have have served our country in the 
past. As I have traveled around the state in recent years, I have 
made it a point to visit battle monuments and memorials all over 
Maryland 

Too many times, I have been disheartened by what I have 
seen. Many of these memorials, dedicated to Maryland's 
soldier/heroes, have fallen into serious disrepair. Many are dirty 
or overgrown. Signs and plaques are missing or illegible. Erected 
decades ago, no one has taken continuing responsibility for their 
maintenance and repair. When I became governor, one of the 
things I promised myself, was that I would work to restore these 
precious tributes to our soldiers and our history. 

Let me give you one example of what I have in mind. On Sep- 
tember 12, 1814, a detachment of Maryland troops engaged a 
large expedition of British soldiers marching on Baltimore Many 
feel that the Battle of North Point near Dundalk, along with the 
stunning victory at Fort McHenry, was one of Maryland's 
important contributions to the War of 1812. By cutting off the 
British attack on Baltimore, the Maryland troops not only helped 
save the city from damage but seriously weakened a British army 
intent on recapturing their former colonies 

A group of concerned citizens, under the leadership of many 
of the same National Guardsmen and women I met at Fort A.P 
Hill, have worked to raise the funds needed to restore and 
refurbish the monument to those soldiers. On September 12, we 
will rededicate the memorial to the Battle of North Point, a 
monument that has been neglected for several decades 

This is one of those many areas where I feel government and 


citizens can work together. Public support and private 
contributions can help us recapture and preserve these important 
reminders of our past. We are currently working to raise money 
to restore the Maryland State Monument at Antietam battlefield 
near Sharpsburg. This is a beautiful monument to a pivotal event 
in American history and we have been cooperating with the 
Maryland Historic Trust to restore it along with several other 
smaller memorials to Maryland soldiers at Antietam 

This is a project close to my heart and one to which I intend to 
give a lot of my personal attention in the months ahead | will he 
giad to send you more information about what we are doing and 
what we would like to do to preserve Maryland's past.

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When A Northerner Moves South...

After living in North Carolina for nearly two years, it 
awfully good to be back home here in Garrett County for a visit 
The lifestyle of the South came as a bit of a shock to me when | 
first moved, and I encountered some things there | 
expected 

The word ‘‘Yankee,”’ for instance. Now, when one is from this 
part of Maryland, one isn't exposed to much Civil War sentiment 
either for the Yanks or the Rebs. I would imagine that during the 
time of the Civil War, the only folks bananas enough to live up 
here were hardy mountaineers, for it was the Pre-Snowplow Age 
So in school and at home, we Garrett Countians are taught mostly 
the logistics and events of that war, and the word “Yankee” is 
something we read in books. Not so in NC. I quickly realized that 
although I’m from a middle state, the fact that 1 was born north of 
Virginia makes me most certainly a Yankee. Upon introduction to 
new people, I am often asked where I’m from. After hearing 
“Maryland,” the response goes like this, ‘Oh. ...A Yankee.’ A 
slight smile follows the comment, although I sometimes wonder if 
it’s actually a snarl in disguise. 

At first I accepted the label quietly, reasoning with myself 
that it was just a way for people to categorize — a way to keep 
introductions straight. I was soon rudely awakened. I noticed that 
when someone behaved nastily, or was “‘ugly,’’ then he ‘sure was 
being a Yankee about it."’ It became crystal clear to me that 
being a Yankee is not necessarily a good thing. (Incidently, 
“ugly’’ is the Southern equivalent of nasty. I was rather confused 
when my Southern friend told her son to stop being ugly. I didn’t 
think he could help it.) 

Just to add a little more fuel to the fire, there is something 
that all we Yankees have problems with, and by having these 
problems cause Southerners to spit out the word “Yankee” with 
even more ire. It’s that accent. First I must clarify that I like the 
accent — it’s lilting and eloquent. But understanding it is another 
subject. Case in point: When I began working down there, part of 
my job dealt with operating a computer. During my training one 
day, my co-worker Tracy was instructing me from across the 
room. She wanted me to ‘‘mash”’ a certain button 
meaning push in Yank talk. She kept saying to ‘‘mash t - n 
kept pushing the t and the n. ‘‘No, no — t,n! Lindl 
over and over until I had tntntn clear across m Finally, 
red-faced and perplexed, Tracy held up all ten Se and yelled, 

“TEN!” I smiled sheepishly and ‘‘mashed”’ the ten. It worked. I 
blushed. 

Another instance of misunderstanding occurred not with me, 
but with my friend Sarah, an accent-less West Virginian. She and 
her mother were trying to locate a building on the UNC campus 
After receiving directions, Sarah began searching for the Old 
Whale — some kind of landmark in the center of the campus 
After an entire morning in hot pursuit of a plaster orca, it dawned 
on Sarah that the Old Well they had driven past a dozen times was 
the very landmark they were searching for. End of search. After 
these two events, and many others, I think I can safely add 
“confusing” to lilting and eloquent 

I do enjoy North Carolina, despite the communication gaps 
The folks there are friendly, and all one has to do is glance up at 
the sky to get the full effect of ‘‘Carolina Blue.’’ But I'll always

VETO OF THE DEFENSE AUTHORIZATION BILL 
BY Ronald Reagan 

Recently, I took a dramatic step — one that I must admit 
gave me no pleasure. I vetoed the Defense Authorization Bill. As 
it stood, the defense bill that Congress sent me would have made 
unilateral concessions to the Soviets at the very moment when we 
are trying to achieve a strategic arms reduction treaty. I could 
not in good conscience have done anything other than mark that 
bill ‘‘veto"’ and send it right back 

Permit me to discuss for a moment just what is at stake in 
this whole matter of the defense bill. And in doing so, it is impor- 
tant to begin with some historical background 

It was just eight years ago that America’s defenses were in a 
pitiable state — weaker, relative to the threats we faced, than at 
any time in decades. We had airplanes that could not fly for lack 
of spare parts. Our Navy had declined from more than 1,000 
battle-ready ships to fewer than 500. Among our men and women 
in uniform, morale was understandably low. 

And yet at the same time, the Soviet Union had embarked 
upon a massive arms build-up, enlarging its armed forces on 
land, sea, and air. The Soviet Union had invaded Afghanistan. It 
was backing Communist expansion in Africa, in Asia — and, yes, 
with the Sandinistas in Nicaragua, in our hemisphere 

The trend was clear: American power and influence were 
declining, while the power of the totalitarian world was growing 
greater and greater. The implications for the cause of freedom — 
for the cause of peace were grim. That trend had to be 
reversed. During these last eight years, we have done just that, 
restoring America’s strength. 

The results? Today the Soviets are withdrawing trom 
Afghanistan. We are seeing progress in settling regional conflicts. 
And not long ago, an American President returned from a 
successful summit in Moscow, having earlier signed the first 
treaty in history that actually reduces nuclear arsenals. If we had 
listened to those who wanted to stop the deployment of our INF 


missiles to Europe — the so-called freeze movement — we would 
have thrown away the bargaining leverage that forced the Soviets 
to return to the negotiating table. We would not have signed the 
INF treaty in Washington, and Soviet SS-20 missiles would still be 
pointed at our allies. 

This brings me back to the defense bill that I just vetoed. If I 
had accepted that bill, it would have undermined the strength we 
have worked so hard to restore — in time jeopardizing all our 
remarkable diplomatic advances 

Congress’ defense bill represented an all but open attempt to 
block our Strategic Defense Initiative, or SDI. Yet no 
development has been of greater importance in our strategic 
arms negotiations with the Soviets than our decision to proceed 
with SDI 

The idea of SDI is simple to us the advanced 
technologies necessary to defend us and our allies from attack by 
nuclear-armed ballistic missiles. Some said it would take years to 
develop such a technologically sophisticated defense system. We 
said, all the more reason to get started right now. And in fact, as 
SDI has gone forward overall progress has taken place even 
faster than we had hoped 

Perhaps the best endorsement for SDI comes from the 
Soviets themselves, since they have long engaged in many kinds 
of strategic defense programs of their own

But Congress wants to cut our budget request for SDI deeply. 
Congress also wants to cut all requests for funding one of the most 
promising SDI technologies the space-based interceptor 
program — by over 70 percent! 

But it is not just the damage done to SDI’s funding and space 
component that concerns me. From requirements for unilateral 
disarmament to limits on missile testing, the bill represents an 
attempt by Congress to handcuff the President in our arms 
reduction negotiations with the Soviets. And this kind of unilateral 
concession to the Soviets could set back all the progress we have 
made on the arms reduction front 

Now that I have vetoed the defense bill, there is talk on 
Capitol Hill about producing an even worse defense bill as an act 
of political ‘‘retribution.’’ Let me ask you: what could be more 
deplorable than to use the defense of this nation as a political 
pawn? It will not happen — not if I have anything to say about it. 
As long as I am President, our nation’s defenses — including our 
strategic defenses — will remain above partisan politics 

Congress needs to go back to work to pass a new defense bill 
— one that I can sign because it strengthens our negotiating hand 
instead of weakening it. We may be Republicans or Democrats. 
But when it comes to a strongly defended Nation, we must all be, 
simply, Americans.

These out-of-county people 
making money off these 
animals and our tax 
money is helping them do it,” 
Mrs. Friend said. ‘If just part 
of this money used for housing 
and then slaughtering the 
animals could be spent for a 
spay/neuter program, 
would not need to waste tax 
money, and the veterinarians 
would benefit, as each person 
could go to the vet of his 
choice and be able to afford the 
charge. Most people who call us 
asking for help in paying a 
spaying or neutering charge are 
willing to pay part of it, but can- 
not afford all of it.”’ 

Mrs. Friend stated that, on 
the day they met with the com- 
missioners, it was announced 
over local radio that the Society 
had gone to the commissioners 
asking for money. ‘‘That is not 
what we were doing,’ Mrs 
Friend said, ‘‘but since that 
time, our donations have really 
dropped off, because people 
think their tax money is helping 
to support us 

‘We have gotten nothing 
from the commissioners,” she 
continued. “The fact is, they 
never even sent us a notice 
stating our request for support 
for a spay/neuter program was 
denied.”’ 

While the Chapter has cer- 
tainly not given up pursuing the 
establishment of a spay/neuter 
program, the care and feeding 
of their current orphaned 
animals continues 

‘Right now, we have outstan- 
ding bills with Dr. Wayne 
Miller, Dr. David Rawe, and 
Dr. Rick Jenkins for spaying 
and neutering for people who 
cannot afford it, but want their 
animals cared for,’’ she said 
“The vets have been most 
cooperative and have even set 
up payment plans to help people 
out. Almost all of our donations, 
plus a lot of money out of our 
pockets, go toward paying these 
bills.”’ 

The chapter depends heavily 
upon donations, but also con 
ducts various fund-raising ac- 
tivities, such as raffles, to help 
put money in the treasury. But 
so far the bills have out-weighed 
the chapter's treasury 

However, Mrs. Friend was 
quick to extend her apprecia- 
tion to the many persons and 
businesses that have been sup- 
portive 

She said Southern States of 
Grantsville donates all torn 
bags of dog food to help feed the 
many dogs and cats in foster 
homes. The Southern States 
stores in Accident and Oakland 
have indicated they will make 
similar donations 

Thomas Brothers, of Friend- 
sville, donates gallons and 
gallons of milk to help feed Mrs 
Friend’s two dozen foster 
felines. 

The Beachy Lumber Com- 
pany of Oakland and Mack 
Rush have made donations of 
lumber for dog houses and wood 
chips 

The biggest cash donations 
have come from Louise and 
Alverta Dillon, of the Cove, and 
Mr. and Mrs. John (Jack) 
Hinebaugh, Sang Run 

Dr. Miller, of Meyersdale, 
has donated most of his 
veterinary care and Dr. Rawe 
and Dr. Jenkins have also

Mrs. Friend said the Garrett 
County Sheriff's Department 
and the State Police have been 
“especially good’’ in assisting 
the chapter members with 
animal abuse cases. ‘‘There is 
no way we could cover all the 
calls without them," she said 

“State’s Attorney Jim Sher- 
bin and his assistants have 
helped so much with the 
legalities — what we can and 
cannot do. Jim has attended our 
mwvetings and has written up 
ways to help us when we have to 
go to court.” 

She also noted that local at- 
torney Jim Braskey donated his 
time and effort in legal services 
so the Society could be incor- 
porated 

Bernadine said her biggest 
supporter, though, is her hus- 
band, Amos, better known as 
Bud.

Schaefer Releases 
Report To Reduce 
Infant Mortality 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer released a report Fri- 
day challenging the public and 
private sectors to work together 
to improve the health of preg- 
nant women and. infants in 
Maryland 

Infant mortality is a very 
serious problem in our state, 
causing too many children to 
suffer and jeopardizing their 
future,’’ Governor Schaefer 
said. ‘‘We need to mobilize our 
efforts to decrease the number 
of babies who die in Maryland, 
because the lives of our children 
are at stake,”’ he added. 

The Governor's Council on 
Adolescent Pregnancy, the 
March of Dimes, the Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene, the Southern 
Governors’ Association and 
over 100 health care providers, 
policymakers, educators, 
religious leaders, legislators, 
and representatives of the busi- 
ness community assisted in 
drafting the report. 

“We are pleased to have the 
assistance and support of the 
March of Dimes,”’ said 
Schaefer, ‘‘an organization 
which has made children’s 
health a priority."’ 

The report, Reducing Infant 
Mortality: Maryland’s Commit- 
ment To The Future, outlines a 
multi-faceted strategy to 
reduce needless deaths of more 
than 800 infants in Maryland 
each year. The infant mortality 
rate measures the number of 
babies who die before their first 
birthday. The report identifies 
the provision of affordable 
health care for mothers and

infants, funding for medically 
underserved areas of the state, 
employer policies on maternity 
leave and day care, maternal 
and prenatal health education, 
and health insurance for new- 
borns as areas in which policy 
and program development 
would impact on infant 
mortality. 

“Babies born to adolescent 
mothers are more likely to be 
underweight and to die at twice 
the rate of babies born to 
adults,”’ said Bronwyn Mayden, 
executive director of the 
Governor's Council on Ado- 
lescent Pregnancy. ‘‘Only half 
of the teen mothers in Maryland 
who gave birth in 1986 received 
adequate prenatal care,’’ she 
added. 

Members of the public 
and private sector came to 
gether to draft the report at the 
Governor's Conference to 
Reduce Infant Mortality in 
February. The conference was 
part of the Southern Regional 
Project on Infant Mortality, a 
project of the Southern 
Governors’ Association. The 
project brings together individ- 
uals concerned with improving 
the quality and accessibility of 
health care to pregnant women 
and infants.

Maryland Begins 
Counseling Effort 
For The Deaf 


Maryland is joining the ranks 
of only a few states in the nation 
to provide services to treat deaf 
people who suffer from sub- 
stance abuse. The Maryland 
Department of Health and Men- 
tal Hygiene (DHMH) Alcohol 
and Drug Abuse Administration 
has awarded a $62,000 grant to 
establish outpatient chemical 
abuse treatment centers for the 
deaf in Baltimore City and in 
Lanham, Prince George's 
County. It is estimated that 11 
percent of the state's 36,000 pro- 
foundly deaf citizens abuse 
drugs and alcohol. 

The Mental Health Center for 
Deaf Persons (MHCDP) of the 
Family Service Foundation, 
Inc. was awarded the grant 
July 1, 1988, to provide outpa- 
tient addiction counseling ser- 
vices to deaf substance abusers 

“The program is unique in 


that it is not an adjunct to an 
existing addiction program for 
hearing persons,"’ said Theodor 
Schwartz, LCSW, ACSW, Pro 
gram Director, MHCDP 
“Instead, services are targeted 
strictly to the deaf and their 
families and operate out of a 
program that is totally oriented 
to the deaf community 

‘Access to addiction counsel- 
ing for the deaf consumer is 
long overdue,”’ said Schwartz 
“Family Service Foundation is 
pleased that the state of Mary- 
land has taken this first step 
permitting deaf citizens to take 
advantage of services that their 
tax dollars already support." 

The FSF addictions program 
will employ a full-time coun- 
selor and a sign language inter- 
preter/administrative assistant 
who will work out of both loca- 
tions. The program will offer in- 
dividual and group counseling 
and chemical surveillance test- 
ing. Each site will be open 
approximately 20 hours per 
week 

The outpatient program will 


also provide referral services to 
deaf persons in 
patient addiction 
programs 
Maryland is currently one of 

the only states to have a public- 
funded pro- 
gram for hearing-impaired per- 
sons who can't afford the cost of 
private treatment,”’ said Lloyd

Another positive feature of 
the bill, said Kleckner, is the 
additional assistance that will 
be provided, beyond the meas- 
ure’s basic payment rates, to 
crop producers who suffered 
losses of more than 75 percent. 
Instead of the bill’s basic rate of 
65 percent payments for losses 
of more than 35 percent, the 
hardest hit group will be elig- 
ible for payments of 90 percent 
of the target price for program 
crops or 90 percent of historical 
average market prices for non- 
program crops. 

Kleckner also praised the 
“needed flexibility’’ provided 
by the bill in allowing additional 
plantings of soybeans, sun- 
flowers and oats on base acre- 
age next year without pro 
ducers incurring any loss of 
farm program bases. 

But Kleckner called it ‘‘un- 
fortunate”’ that the House-Sen- 
ate conference committee 
adopted a three-month increase 
in the dairy support price. 
Kleckner said the 50-cent dairy 
increase, which will go in effect 
from April 1 to June 30 next 
year, ‘‘undermines the concepts 
in the 1985 farm bill and extends 
relief to an entire industry with- 
out recognition of individual 
needs or losses.’’ The bill will 
also cancel the expected 50-cent 
support cut that was scheduled 
for January 1. 

Addressing the mandatory 
crop insurance issue, another 
Farm Bureau-opposed provi- 
sion, Kleckner said the com-

The 
final bill will require farmers 
who suffer losses of greater 
than 65 percent to obtain cover- 
age in 1989. 

“The legislation ended up 
limiting the number of people 
this affects and 
waivers, but there are bound to 
be problems,”’ said Kleckner. 

Kleckner also took “strong 
exception”’ to the bill’s ‘‘gross 
revenue test’’ for determining 
eligibility for disaster pay- 
ments. Basically, crop pro- 
ducers with gross revenues of $2 
million and livestock producers 
with gross revenues of $2.5 mil- 
lion would be ineligible for pay- 
ments. The measure sets a 
$100,000 limit on payments to 
any one farm operation. 

“This measure discriminates 
against producers based solely 
on size without regard to actual 
losses suffered,’’ Kleckner said 
“This is the first time Congress 
has established a payment limit 
based only on gross income in-

84,000 wild horses and burros 
have been adopted by more 
than 35,000 people in the United 
States. Over 1,600 animals have 
been adopted by residents of 
Pennsylvania and the surround 
ing area. For the first time 
since the age 9 program 
began in 1973, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of the tote rior’s Bureau of 
Land Management will bring 
wild horses to Western Penn- 
sylvania. On September 9 
through 11, 100 young, trainable 
wild horses recently rounded up 
from fragile western range- 
lands will be offered for adop- 
tion at the Mercer Livestock 
facility in Mercer, Pa 

To qualify to adopt up to four 
animals, applicants must have 
Suitable facilities, trans 
portation, and means for caring 
for the animals. The adoption 
fee of only $125 per horse is pay- 
able in cash or money order at 
the time of adoption. The fee 
helps cover the federal govern- 
ment’s cost of roundup, veteri- 
nary care, transportation and 
administrative expenses 

Most wild horses are found in 
Nevada, Wyoming, California 


and Eastern Oregon. Before 


shipping, each animal rounded 
up by BLM is thoroughly 
checked by a veterinarian, cog- 
gins tested, wormed, and vac- 
cinated for various equine dis- 
orders 

After an animal has been 
adopted, BLM Personnel will 
load the animal for the adopter 
and provide information on 
health care, feeding and train- 
ing of wild horses

OAKLAND, MARYLAND 


State Gets More 
Moisture, But 
Still Not Enough 


During the week ending 
August 7, rainfall was not suffi- 
cient to maintain moisture 
levels. Topsoil moisture deter- 
torated to average of 40 percent 
short and 60 percent adequate, 
according to the Maryland 
Agricultural Statistics Service 
Subsoil moisture averaged 70 
percent short and 30 percent 
adequate. The number of days 
suitable for fieldwork averaged 
6.3. The condition of pasture 
was fair. The current supply of 
hay was 30 percent short and 70 
percent adequate 

The condition of corn re- 
mained 20 percent poor and 80 
percent fair. Corn was 90 per- 
cent silked, equal to last year’s 
pace. Corn was in the dough 
stage on 30 percent of the acre- 
age, 20 percent less than 
normal. Corn borer and ear- 
worm were present in many 
counties. Due to the drought 
causing poor pollination, much 
of the corn was not forming 
kernels. 

The condition of soybeans 
varied widely and averaged 50 
percent fair and 50 percent 
good. Soybeans had bloomed on 
50 percent of the acreage, equal 
to the normal pace. Fifteen per- 
cent of the soybeans had set 
pods, 10 percent less than aver- 
age. Spider mites were present 
in the soybean fields of at least 
four counties. 

The third cutting of alfalfa for 
hay was 5) percent complete, 
five percent more than normal 
The second and third cutting of 
clover and other hays were 
75 and 15 percent complete, 
respectively, 15 percent less 
than normal 

The condition of peaches and 
apples was 20 percent fair and 
80 percent good. Peaches were

25 percent harvested, and 
apples were 10 percent har- 
vested. Sweet corn

Strathmeyer said that a state- 
by-state mail survey is being 
conducted to get specific data 
on the drought’s effect from the 
Association’s 2,600 Christmas 
tree growing members in the 
United States. 

On the basis of early reports 
and telephone calls to growers 
in drought-affected states, 
Strathmeyer said, the 1988 tree 
harvest is still expected to 
provide 35 million to 38 million 
Christmas trees. Last year, just 
over 33 million trees were 
harvested. 

Strathmeyer explained that 
because of their substantial root 
system, mature Christmas 
trees, 6 years to 16 years old, 
have the ability to remain 
healthy despite drought con- 
ditions. 

He pointed to recent drought 
experiences of Christmas tree 
growers in the Northwest last 
year and the South two years 
ago. ‘In both cases, new plant- 
ings were hurt, but market- 
ready trees reached consumers 
in plentiful quantities, good 
quality and competitive 
prices,’ he said. 

“Even though this year’s 
drought is more widespread, 
some relief has already 
occurred in the form of good 
rains and with 38 million trees 
available for next Christmas, 
we anticipate there again will 
be sufficient quantities of good 
quality trees at competitive 
prices this Christmas season,” 
Strathmeyer said. 

On the issue of this year’s lost 
seedlings, Strathmeyer said 
that the usual practice of 
growers is to replant this fall or

ORDINANCE NO. 1988-1 

The Mayor and Town Council 
of Oakland has recently 
adopted a public Ethics Law 
pursuant to requirements of the 
State of Maryland. The follow 
ing is an abbreviated version of 
the Ordinance. Any person

Section 1: APPLICABILITY 
The ordinance shall apply to al! 
employees and officials 
whether elected or appointed 

Section 2: ESTABLISH 
MENT OF ETHICS COMMIS 
SION The Commission shal! be 
comprised of three members, 
appoinied by the Mayor and 
confirmed by the Town Council 
Members shal! be appointed for 
a three year term and shall 
elect a chairman for a term of 
one year. Members may not be 
employees of officials of the 
Town of Oakland. Members 
may be removed by a majority 
vote of the Mayor and Town 
Council 

Section 3: POWERS AND 
DUTIES The Commission shal! 
within sixty days of a written 
request, issue an advisory 
opinion concerning the appli 
cation of this ordinance. The 
Commission shall adopt rules 
and regulations necessary to 
carry out the intent of the ordi 
nance. The Commission shal! 
enforce the provisions of the 
ordinance and make determi 
nations regarding complaints 
filed by any person subject to 
the ordinance, or any resident 
or taxpayer of the Town of Oak 
land, subject to the require 
ments of Section four 

The Commission may exempt 
or modify the requirements of 
the Ordinance with good cause 
including 1) an unreasonable in 
vasion of privacy and 2) a 
reduction in the availability of 
qualified persons for public ser 
vice within the town 

All official findings of the 
Commission and all written ad 
visory opinion shal! be public 

Section 4: COMPLAINTS TO 
AND BY THE COMMISSION 
The Commission, any person 
subject to the provisions of the 
Ordinance or any resident or 
taxpayer of Oakland may file a 
written complaint, alleging vio 
lations of the Ordinance. The 
Commission may, with the ad 
vice of counsel, determine that 
the evidence does not merit 
further proceedings and discuss 
the complaint. If the complaint 
is not dismissed, the Commis 
sion shall hold a hearing within 
thirty days. If the Commission 
concludes that no violation has 
occurred, the complaint shall 
be dismissed. If the Commis 
sion concludes that a violation 
has occurred, the Commission 
may: 1) issue an order of com 
pliance to cease and desist the 
violation 2) issue a reprimand 
or 3) recommend to the 
appropriate authority for cen 
sure, removal or appropriate 
disciplinary action 

Any person aggrieved by the 
final order of the Commission 
may request judicial review 
within thirty days of the written 
trial order 

Section 5: OFFICIALS AND 
EMPLOYEES - DISQUALIF!I- 
CATION Employees and 
officials of the town may not 
participate in any matter 
except in an administrative 
duty, which to his or her know! 
edge, involves his or her spouse 
parent, minor child, brother or 
sister. This section also regu 
lates business relationships that
